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The  following  pages  of  this  book  have  been  copied  directly 
from  data  which  was  prepared  and  compiled  by  my  uncle. 
Reverend  Marshall  E.  Fraser. 

Although  I  am  not  familiar  with  many  of  the  details  of 
his  work  in  preparing  this  information,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  it  extended  for  quite  some  time,  probably  for  as  many 
as  twenty-five  years  and  involved  studies  of  all  of  the 
published  information  on  the  family  together  with  other 
information  gathered  directly  from  church  records,  cemetery- 
records  and  the  like. 

Included  in  this  study  was  a  trip  to  Scotland  made  in  about 
the  year  1913  in  which  he  made  further  studies  of  records 
that  were  made  available  to  him  through  his  church  and 
family  connections. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  several  of  these  records  have 
since  been  closed  to  further  investigation  because  on  seme 
occasions  the  information  has  been  used  to  contest  the 
right  of  ownership  of  some  of  the  property.

THE  FRASERS  IN  THE  SOUTH 


The  name  of  Fraser  is  thought  by  most  historians  to  be  of  Norman  origin.  A 
Jfisel  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  to  the  English  shores.  The  early  family 
chroniclers  say  that  John,  the  eldest  of  three  brothers — John,  Alexander  and 
Francis — 'attended  the  court  of  Malcolm  Caenmore  and  founded  the  House  of  Fraser, 
Lords  of  Oliver  Castle.  He  married  Euphema  Sloan,  the  heiress  of  Tweeddale. 
Historians  particularly  mention  the  Frasers  as  one  of  the  moit'  conspicuous  families 
in  Scotland,  south  of  the  Forth  during  the  Scoto-Saxon  period.  The  ruins  of  the 
Castles  of  Oliver,  Fruid,  Needpath  and  Drumelzier,  their  seats,  attest  their 
ancient  greatness. 

The  first  of  the  name  found  in  written  records  is  Gilbert  He  Fraser,  who  appear¬ 
ed  in  1109  during  the  reign  of  Alexander  I.  He  was  in  East  Lothian  and  also  poss¬ 
essed  large  estates  in  Tweeddale  and  Lothian,  He  was  the  father  of  Oliver,  Udard 
and  another  son  whose  name  has  been  lost. 

Oliver  succeeded  his  father  and  built  Oliver  Castle  in  Peeblesshire,  now  an 
interesting  ruin.  Kis  male  descendants,  as  well  as  those  of  his  brother  Udard, 
ended  in  a  few  generations  and  the  succession  then  reverted  to  Simon,  son  of 
Gilbert’s  third  son. 

Simon,  called  of  Keth  in  East  Lothian,  flourished  in  the  reign  of  David  I. 

He  married  and  had  issue,  an  only  daughter  Eda,  who  married  Hugh  De  Lorens,  and 
they  had  issue,  an  only  daughter  also  named  Eda,  who  married  Hervey,  son  of 
Philip  Keith,  the  King’s  Mareschal.  The  succession  next  went  to  Bernard,who  was 
a  very  prominent  personage  during  the  reign  of  Alexander  II  as  was  also  Iris 
brother  Nessius.  He  married  Mary  Ogilvie,  daughter  of  Gilchrist,  thane  of  Angus, 
by  his  wife  Marjory,  daughter  of  Prince  Henry  of  Scotland  with  issues - 

1.  Sir  Gilbert,  his  heir  and  successor. 

2.  Fenella,  who  married  Sir  Colin  Mor  Campbell  of  Lochow. 

3.  Helen  who  became  a  nun. 

Sir  Gilbert  was  Sheriff  of  Traguair  and  was  prominent  during  the  reign  of 
Alexander  III.  He  married  and  had  issue 

1.  Sir  Simon,  his  heir  and  successor, 

2.  Sir  Andrew  of  Caithness  and  Sheriff  of  Stirling,  who  on  the  failure  of  the 
male  line  of  his  brother  carried  on  the  head  of  the  family, 

3.  William,  KLshop  of  St,  Andrews  and  Chancellor  of  Scotland.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  the  affairs  of  State  during  the  most  troublous  times  of  Scotland, 

I4.  Another  son  whose  name  is  said  to  have  been  John.  His  son  Richard,  Lord  of 
Dumfries,  with  his  three  uncles,  was  an  arbiter  in  the  Baliol  claim  1291  and  is 
thought  to  be  the  ancestor  of  the  Frasers  of  Philorth. 

Sir  Simon,  to  distinguish  him  from  his  son,  is  called  pa  ter.  He  was  much  at  the 
Courts  of  Kings  Alexander  II  and  III.  He  married  Mary  and  had  issue,  an  only  son, 
Simon.  He  died  1291.  Sir  Simon,  Fill  us.  He  was  the  greatest  and  most  renowned  of 
all  the  Fraser  chiefs"  and  Scott  calls  him  ’’The  flower  of  chivalry”.  He,  with 
Sir  John  Curunim,  commanded  at  the  battle  of  Roslin,  1303 .  He  was  the  companion 
of  Sir  William  Wallace  and  like  him  suffered  martyrdom  in  London,  1306,  Male  issue 
having  again  failed,  the  succession  went  back  to  Sir  Andrew  of  Caithness  and 
Stirling.  He  was  the  first  of  the  family  in  Invernessshire ,  for  we  find  him  there 
in  1296.  He  married  Beatrix,  a  Caithness  heiress  with  issue: - 

1.  Simon,  first,  of  Lovat  and  his  heir  and  successor. 

2.  /lexander,  Chamberlain  of  Scotland,  who  married  Mary,  the  sister  of  King 
Robert  the  Bruce,  /.lexander  was  a  knight  of  ’’high  reputation  and  great  natural 
endowments.”  He  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Duplin,  1332,  and  left  an  only  daughter 0 
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3.  Andrew,  killed  at  the  battle  of  Halidonhill,  1333*  Sir  Andrew  died  1308, 

So  much  for  the  Frasers  in  the  South.  We  shall  now  consider  the  principal 
family  of  the  name — the  Frasers  of  Lovat — who  lived  in  the  North  of  Scotland. 

THE  FRASERS  OF  LOVAT. 

Sir  Andrew  Fraser  of  Caithness  and  Stirling  was  succeeded  as  head  of  the  family 
and  to  his  estates  in  the  North  by  his  eldest  son, 

X.  Simon.  He  acquired  the  estate  of  Lovat  through  his  wife  Margaret,  who  was 
a  daughter  of  John,  Earl  of  Orkney  and  Caithness,  whose  wife  was  a  daughter  of 
David  Graham  of  Lovat  and  Mary  Bissett.  The  Bissetts  had  long  held  Lovat,  but 
John  Bissett  had  been  attainted  for  a  supposed  participation  in  a  murder  and  the 
estate  was  given  by  the  Crown  to  Graham  whose  son  Patrick  became  Constable  of 
Lovat. 

Simon  was  killed  with  his  brothers,  Andrew  and  James,  at  Halidonhill,  He  had 
issue 

1.  Simon,  his  heir  and  successor. 

2.  Hugh,  who  succeeded  his  brother, 

3.  James,  who  was  knighted  by  Robert  III  and  was  killed  in  the  Anglo-Scoto  wars, 
li.  Janet,  of  whom  nothing  is  known, 

II.  Simon,  son  of  the  preceding,  was  but  ten  years  old  when  his  father  fell.  He 
fought  at  the  siege  of  Perth,  1339,  and  in  the  capture  of  Edinburgh,  13^1.  He 
died  13U7,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  next  brother, 

III.  Hugh,  He  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  battles  of  Black  Isle,  1372,  and  of 
Bealach-nam-Brog,  137U.  He  married  Isabel,  daughter  of  Sir  David  Wemyss  of  Wemyss, 
ancestor  of  the  Earls  of  Wemyss,  with  issue 

1..  Alexander,  his  heir  and  successor. 

2,  Hugh,  who  succeeded  his  brother  Alexander. 

3.  John,  progenitor  of  the  Frasers  of  Knock  in  Ayrshire. 

I4.  Duncan,  ancestor  of  the  Frasers  in  Morayshire. 

5.  Margaret,  who  married  John  Hamilton  of  Busherknock. 

6.  Agnes,  who  married  Lachlan  Mackintosh  VIII  of  Mackintosh. 

7.  Cecilia,  who  married  Alexander  Innes  of  Innes. 

Hugh  died  before  llLLO  in  the  seventieth  year  of  his  age  and  was  buried  with 
great  pomp  within  the  church  at  Beauly,  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

IV.  Alexander,  who  died  unmarried  and  was  succeeded  by  his  next  brother, 

V.  Hugh.  He  is  the  first  to  be  called  in  documents  "Lord  Fraser  of  Lovat."  He 
was  one  of  the  hostages  given  in  ll?2U  for  the  ransom  of  King  James  I,  and  was 
later  made  High-Sheriff  of  Inverness shire.  He  married  in  1^16,  Janet,  daughter 
of  Thomas  and  sister  of  William  Fenton,  Lord  of  Fenton,  with  issue j- 

1.  Thomas,  who  succeeded  his  father, 

2.  Alexander,  who  predeceased  his  father. 

3.  Hugh,  who  succeeded  his  oldest  brother  Thomas. 

U.  Elizabeth,  who  married  William  Leslie,  fourth  Baron  of  Balgouhain, 

5>.  Euphemia,  who  married  Sir  Walter  Innes  of  Innes, 

Hugh  died  at  Lovat  lUUO  in  the  6ljth  year  of  his  age,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 

VI.  Thomas ,  second  Lord  Lovat.  He  is  on  record  July  20,  lUl^O,  as  "Lord  Lovat"  but 
died  before  lh56.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  brother. 

VII.  Hugh,  third  Lord  Lovat,  who  was  appointed  High-Sheriff  of  Invernessshire .  He 
married  when  very  young.  Lady  Janet,  daughter  of  Thomas  Dunbar,  Earl  of  Moray,  with 
issue? - 
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1,  Thomas,  who  died  young. 

2,  Hugh,  who  became  his  father’s  heir  and  successor. 

3,  Alison  or  Giles,  who  married  Farquhar  Mackintosh  XII  of  Mackintosh  and 
secondly,  Walter  Innes  of  Innes. 

1*.  Isabel,  who  married  David  Gumming  of  Earnside.  Hugh  died  at  Lovat,  ll*50, 
aged  33  years,  when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  surviving  son. 

VIII.  Hugh,  fourth  Lord  Lovat  who  was  educated  at  Court,  He  defeated  the  Lord  of 
the  Isles  in  ll*i*9  at  the  Battle  of  Mamsha.  He  was  created  Lord  of  Parliament  in 
lU55o  He  married  Margaret  Lyon,  daughter  of  Lord  Glamis,  with  issue:- 

1.  Thomas,  his  heir  and  successor. 

2.  Hugh  who  was  killed  at  Flodden,  1513 ,  unmarried.

Hugh  died  at  Lovat  in  1500,  aged  7U,  and  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

IX.  Thomas, fifth  Lord  Lovat,  who  was  said  to  have  been  then  forty  years  of  age. 

He  took  the  side  of  the  Duke  of  Albany  against  Queen  Mary,  He  married  in  11*93, 
Janet,  daughter  of  Sir  Alexander  Gordon  of  Auchindown,  niece  of  the  Earl,  with 
i s  sue  *  -

Hugh  died  at  Beaufort  Castle,  October  21,  1521*,  in  the  61*th  year  of  his  age 
and  was  interred  at  Beauly.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  eldest  son, 

X.  Hugh,  sixth  Lord  Lovat.  He  was  made  Justiciar  of  the  North,  1531.  He  was  born 
in  TI*89,  and  slain  at  Blarnan-leine,  July  15,  15UU  along  with  the  Master  of  Lovat 
and  his  brother,  Andrew.  He  married  first,  Anne,  daughter  of  John  Grant  of  Grant, 
by  whom  he  had  issuet-

Alexander  seventh  Lord  Lovat,  a  man  ’’of  so  swart  and  obliging  a  temper  as  to 
be  universally  beloved,"  He  married  Janet,  daughter  of  Sir  John  Campbell  of 
Cawdor,  second  son  of  the  Earl  of  Argyle,  with  issue:-

?.  Thomas,  who  died  in  his  ninth  year,

Hugh  also  had  a  natural  son,  Alexander,  who  married  Janet,  daughter  of  Fraser  of

XIII  Simon,  ninth  Lord  Lovat  who  was  then  in  his  fifth  year.  He  was  offered  by  the 
King  the  lately  vacated  honor  of  Earl  of  Atholl  but  declined.  While  he  adhered  to 
King  James,  the  Clan  Fraser  held  to  the  Covenanters.  He  was  married  three  times,

He  was  a  Brigadier  in  the  Dutch  service  and  died 
in  1716, He  was  said  by  some  to  have  left  no  issue,  but  according  to  B,  Homer 
Dixon,  he  left  a  daughter,  Katherine,  whose  daughter  Elizabeth,  was  Mr.  Dixo  »s 
grandmother.  Rev,  Alexander  Gordon  Fraser  of  New  Xork  in  18U5  made  claim,  which

He  was  born  in  1668  and  is  the  most  widely 
known  oT™aTl  the  Frasers,  He  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Aberdeen  in 
and  immediately  was  appointed  Captain  in  Lord  Tullibardine  *s  regiment. 

To  retain  possession  in  their  family  of  the  peerage  and  estates  of  Lovat,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  marriage  contract  of  March  26,  1696,  the  Murrays  of  Atholl  thought  to 
marry  Amelia,  heiress  of  Lovat,  to  the  eldest  son  of  Alexander,  Lord  Saltoun,  and 
Saltoun  and  Lord  Mungo  Murray,  1697,  were  on  their  way  to  perfect  their  arrange¬ 
ments  when  they  were  captured  and  imprisoned  for  a  few  days  by  Simon,  then  Master 
of  Lovat,  In  order  to  more  firmly  establish  his  rights,  Simon  abducted  and 
forcibly  married  the  Lady  Dowager  Lovat,  a  practice  by  no  means  uncommon  in 
Scottish  history.  For  these  offences  Simon  was  tried  in  absence  and  convicted  and 
"sentence  of  fire  and  sword"  passed  upon  him,  a  proceeding  which  was  illegal  in 
its  entirety,  but  because  of  the  strong  public  influence  of  the  Murrays  of  Atholl, 
carried. 

Simon  fled  to  France  in  1702,  where  he  resided  with  but  slight  intermission  until 
171U.  He  took  the  part  of  the  Hanoverians  in  the  Rising  of  1716,  and  so  success¬ 
fully,  aided  in  the  capture  of  Inverness,  that  he  obtained  his  pardon  from  the 
Crown.  He  played  a  dual  part  in  the  Rising  of  17li5,  for  while  he  sent  the  Clan  in 
charge  of  his  oldest  son  to  aid  Prince  Charlie,  he  claimed  to  the  Hanoverians  to 
be  supporting  their  cause.  After  the  battle  of  Culloden,  he  was  captured,  tried 
before  the  House  of  Lords,  convicted,  his  family  deprived  of  the  estates  and 
honors  of  Lovat,  and  Simon  was  beheaded,  April  9,  17U7* 

By  his  enemies  his  life  is  painted  in  the  blackest  colors,  but  by  his  friends 
he  is  called  "the  much  maligned  chief"  and  "the  last  of  the  martyrs".  For  the 
reason  that  the  cause  of  the  House  of  Hanover  has  been  successful  and  popular, 
Lord  Lovat*s  virtues  have  been  covered  and  his  faults  greatly  magnified.  He 
probably  was  always  a  Jacobite  at  heart  and  whatever  part  he  took  in  favor  of  the 
Hanoverians  was  to  finally  advance  the  interests  of  himself,  his  Clan  and  his 
Prince . 

Lord  Simon* s  marriage  with  the  Dowager  Lady  Lovat  was  annulled,  He  married  in 
December  1716,  Margaret,  fourth  daughter  of  Ludovic  Grant  of  Grant,  with  issue t- 

1.  Simon,  his  heir  and  successor  as  head  of  the  family* 

2.  Alexander,  who  was  born  in  1729,  Lord  President  Forbes  writes  a  letter 
dated  Sept,  19,  17U5,  to  Lord  Lovat,  in  which  he  offers  a  commission  for  his 
second  son  (Alexander) "as  your  eldest  was  destined  to  another  course  of  life," 

The  next  day  Lovat  replied,  in  whioh  he  declined  the  commission  for  his  second 
son.  In  the  summer  of  17U1  Lovat  went  South  with  his  son  Alexander  to  place  him 
in  charge  of  John  Halket  as  tutor.  He  is  said  to  have  served  for  some  time  in 
the  Dutch  service.  He  died,  unmarried.  It  is  claimed,  Aug, 7,  1762,  at  Dumnaglass, 
near  Farralinem,  and  was  buried  at  Kirkhill, 

3.  Janet,  who  married  Erven  Macpherson  of  Cluny,  of  the  "Forty-five"  with 
issue.  She  died  April  lU,  1765. 

U.  Sybella,  who  died  unmarried  Feb.  9,  1755, 

Lady  Lovat  died  July  1729,  and  July  1,  1733,  his  Lordship  married  Primrose, 
daughter  of  John  Campbell  of  Mamore,  and  sister  of  John,  fourth  Duke  of  Argyle , 
with  issue,  one  son- 

Ipc.  Georgina,  bpt,  at  Inverness  July  9,  1712.  Probably  died  young  (Inverness 
baptismal  register) 
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5.  Archibald  Campbell,  Aug,  16,  1736.  He  succeeded  his  brother  Simon  as  head 
of  the  Clan  and  in  the  family  estates,  Simon  also  had  two  natural  sons;  Simon,  by 
Mary  Maclean,  parish  of  Kiltarlity,  who  served  5 1  years  in  the  army  as  drummer  and 
died  at  Inverness,  Jan,  11;,  1821;, 

Alexander,  claimed  by  the  present  Lord  Lovat  to  have  lived  in  Wales,  and  the 
ancestor  of  John  Fraser,  claimant.  On  the  death  of  Lord  Simon,  he  was  succeeded  as 
chief  of  the  clan  by  his  eldest  son, 

XIX.  Simon,  He  was  born  Oct,  19,  1?26,  While  attending  the  University  of  St, Andrews, 
he  was  "called  by  his  father  to  lead  the  Frasers  for  Prince  Charles,  He  surrendered 
himself  after  the  battle  of  Gulloden  and  was  imprisoned  at  Edinburgh,  He  was  re¬ 
leased  the  following  year  and  was  pardoned  in  1750,  In  1752  he  was  entered  advocate. 
He  raised  in  1757  a  regiment  of  about  1500,  the  l;2nd  of  which  he  was  constituted 
Colonel;  went  at  their  head  to  America  and  highly  distinguished  himself  at  Louis- 
burg  and  Quebec.  He  was  a  Brigadier-General  in  Portugal,  1762,  and  later  was 
appointed  Colonel  of  the  71st  regiment  of  foot  which  served  during  the  American 

War  of  Independence.  In  1761  he  was  chosen  Member  of  Parliament  which  position  he 
held  until  his  death.  By  Act  of  Parliament  in  177U,  he  was  granted  the  estates 
and  lands  formerly  belonging  to  his  father.  By  deed  of  entail,  dated  May  16,  177U, 
the  lands  and  estates  were  settled  on  Archibald  C.  Fraser,  his  brother,  and  in 
default  of  Mm  and  his  heirs,  on  the  male  branches  of  the  Frasers  therein  enumerated. 

General  Fraser  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  John  Bristowe,  county  of  Norfolk, 
England,  without  issue.  He  died  Feb.  8,  1782,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General 
in  the  British  Army  and  Colonel  of  the  71st  Regiment,  when  he  was  succeeded  in 
the  estates  by  his  youngest  brother, 

XX.  Archibald  Campbell  Fraser.  He  was  born  Aug,  16,  1736.  He  was  appointed  Consul 

of  Algiers"^  1766,  which  ofilce  he  held  after  177U.  He  was  member  of  Parliament 
from  Inverness,  1782,  to  succeed  his  brother.  He  was  the  first  Colonel  of  the 
Inverness-shire  Militia  until  his  death.  He  married  in  1763,  Jane,  daughter  of 
William  Fraser  of  the  family  of  Leadclune,  with  issues-  ’*  • 

1,  John  Simon  Frederick,  elected  to  Parliament  from  Inverness,  1796-18#2. 

He  was  Colonel  of  Fraser  Fencibles  1797,  and  served  in  Ireland,  He  was  not  married 
but  left  a  natural  son,  the  Archibald  Thomas  Frederick  Fraser  of  Abertarff.

In  1093 
he  joined  the  First  Life  Guards.  He  disentailed  the  estates  in  189k,  and  they 
are  now  held  in  fee -simple  at  his  Lordship,s  absolute  disposal.  He  was  unmarried 
in  1895.

FRASERS  OF  BREA 

There  has  been  great  negligence,  to  put  it  mildly,  on  the  part  of  the  family 
historians  giving  complete  data  regarding  the  descendants  of  Sir  James  Fraser  of 
Brea:  though  the  records  have  been  available,  little  or  no  mention  has  been  made 
of  his  son,  David  of  Mayne,  and  his  descendants, 

I.  Sir  James  Fraser,  first  of  Brea,  was  the  second  son  of  Simon,  ninth  Lord  Lovat, 
by  his  second’ "wile',  Jean  Stewart,  daughter  of  James,  Lord  Doune,  He  was  born  in 
1610  and  was  knighted  by  James  VI  along  with  his  elder  brother  Sir  Simon  of 
Inverallochy,  "He  was  liberally  educated  at  home  and  abroad*'  and  "became  a  veiy 
capable  man  in  business"  and  public  affairs.  He  raised  a  body  of  men  and  captured 
William  Gordon  of  Knackespeck  in  1639,  and  garrisoned  the  Castle  of  Inverness  for 
the  Covenanters,  Ho  was  made  Governor  of  this  Castle  and  was  of  great  aid  to  the 
Parliamentary  Party  against  the  Royalists.  The  property  of  Brea,  which  had  been 
given  him  by  his  father,  was'  in  the  parish  of  Kirkmichael,  now  Resolis,  in  the 
Black  Isle,  county  of  Ross, 

Sir  James  married  Beatrix,  daughter  of  Wemyss  of  Fairkley  in  Fife,  and  by  this 
lady  had  issue  5- 

1,  James,  his  heir  and  successor, 

2,  David  of  Mayne,  of  whom  later,

Sir  James  died  at  Lovat  Dec.  6,  161*9,  and  was  buried  with  great  military  honors, 
when  he  was  succeeded  by  his  son. 
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II,  Rev,  James  Fraser  of  Brea,  eldest  son  of  Sir  James  Fraser,  who  was  bom  at 
Brea,  in  the  parish  of  Re  soils.  County  of  Ross,  July  29,  1639,  He  was  out  with  the 
Covenanters  and  suffered  much  in  consequence,  being  imprisoned  in  the  Tolbooth  at 
Edinburgh,  and  upon  Bass  Rock,  He  was  minister  at  Culross  and  for  sometime  served 
at  Inverness,  He  left  numerous  works  of  a  religious  nature,  the  most  prominent 
being  his  ’’Memoirs,"  He  married  in  July,  Miss  Gray  with  issues-

In  the  several  entails  of  General  Simon  Fraser  and  his  brother,  Archibald  C.  Fraser, 
no  mention  is  made  of  any  male  heirs  from  the  Brea  family,  intimating  thus  that 
there  were  none,  but  in  the  same  entails  no  mention  is  made  of  Ardarchy,  though 
coining  immediately  after  Strichen  in  propinquity, 

FRASERS  OF  STRICHEN

and  heiress  of  Sir  John  Cawdor  of  that  ilk,  who  died  D498.  Thomas  acquired 
possession  of  Strichen  by  marriage  and  purchase.

/Alexander  died  April  28,  1803*  and  was  succeeded  by  Ms  son, 

X,  Thomas  Alexander,  tenth  of  Strichen,  afterwards  Lord  Lovat.  On  the  death  of 
G olorST7iTcMlald*“cimpbe  11  Fraser,  Dec,  8,  l8l£,  without  surviving  male  issue, 
Thomas  Alexander  Fraser  X  of  Strichen  came  into  possession  of  the  estates  of 
Lovat  and  regarding  him  and  Ms  descendants  see  under  XV  Lovat,  and  following*- 
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There  was  a  strong  belief  among  the  old  clansmen  that  the  Strichens  were  usurpers 
of  the  Lovat  honors,  and  estates.  It  was  believed  that  Thomas  Alexander  X  of 
Strichen  was  the  son  of  a  priest  with  whom  it  was  thought  for  good  reasons  the 
wife  of  Alexander  IX  of  Strichen  had  been  unduly  intimate.  Much  mystery  hangs 
about  the  family  of  John,  brother  of  Lovat  of  the  ’Forty-five*  B.  Homer  Dickson 
of  Toronto,  Canda,  claims  to  be  maternally  descended  from  him,  and  Rev.  Alexander 
Gordon  Fraser  of  New  York,  made  the  claim  in  181*5,  of  being  his  grandson,  but 
failed  to  establish  the  claim  before  the  House  of  Lords.  There  is  a  like  mystery 
regarding  Alexander,  eldest  brother  of  Lovat  of  the  ‘Forty-five*  John  Fraser  of 
Carnarvon,  Wales,  claims  to  be  his  lineal  descendant  and  twice  prosecuted  his 
claim  before  the  House  of  Lords,  1887  and  1897,  but  failed.  Then  there  is  much 
uncertainty  what  became  of  the  descendants  of  David  of  Mayne,  son  of  Sir  James 
of  Brea.  Simoh,  ninth  Lord  Lovat,  had  issue  by  his  third  wife,  but  for  some  reason, 
their  names  or  what  became  of  them,  are  not  told  by  the  family  historians.  It  is 
known  that  the  Strichens  have  in  their  possession  and  are  concealing  much  infor¬ 
mation  which  is  damaging  to  their  interests.  Time  is  a  great  discoverer  of  truth 
and  the  rightful  heir  will  seme  day  possess  the  honors  of  Lovat* 

FRASERS  OF  NOTE 

William  Fraser,  Bishop  of  St*  Andrews,  and  Chancellor  of  Scotland  in  the  reign 
of  Alexander  III,  was  the  son  of  Sir  Gilbert  of  Oliver  Castle,  He  was  consecrated 
at  Rome  by  Pope  Nicholas  III,  Jan.  Ill,  1280.  He  was  one  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Regency  during  the  minority  of  Queen  Margaret,  “Maid  of  Norway,”  and  on  the  death 
of  the  Princess  he  rendered  homage  to  Edward  III,  who  made  him  one  of  the  Guardians 
of  Scotland,  but  he  afterward  opposed  Edward  and  continued  faithful  to  Scotland* s 
interests  until  his  death.  Bishop  Fraser  in  1283,  obtained  from  Alexander  III  the 
privilege  which  the  Bishops  of  St.  Andrews  enjoyed,  of  coining  money.  Jan.  20, 

1292,  he  married  Amabille,  the  widow  of  Peter  de  Morthington.  He  died  at  Arteville 
in  France,  Sept.  13,  1297# 

General  Charles  Fraser,  ninth  of  Ardachy,  was  the  son  of  Thomas  VIII  Ardachy  and 
Charlotte \  daughter  o£  Hon.  Charles  Campbell,  third  son  of  Archibald  IX  Earl  of 
Argyle  by  his  wife  Lady  Mary  Stewart,  daughter  of  James,  Earl  of  Moray,  Charles 
in  1762,  joined  the  military  service  of  the  East  India  Company.  He  rose  steadily 
until  he  became  General  of  Division.  In  1768  he  married  Isabella,  daughter  of 
Col.  Lionel  Hook,  with  issue.  He  died,  1795* 

General  Hastings  Fraser  X  Ardachy,  son  of  the  preceding,  was  born  Aug.  25,  1771. 

He  entered  the  army  in  1788,  and  saw  much  active  service  during  the  Indian  Wars. 

He  was  made  Major  General  in  1829,  and  Lieutenant-General  in  18U6.  He  died 
unmarried  Sept.  25,  1852, 

General  James  Stewart  Fraser, XI  Ardachy,  brother  of  the  preceding,  was  bora 
July  1,  1783.  He  served  in  India  from  1799  to  1852.  He  was  made  Lieutenant-General 
in  18U6.  He  married  Henrietta  Jane,  daughter  of  Edward  Stevenson,  of  the 
Admiralty-Agency  with  issue.  General  Fraser  died  Aug.  22,  1869* 

General  Hastings  Fraser,  XII, Ardachy,  son  of  the  preceding,  was  born  Oct.  30,1829. 
He  was  made  ensign  in  X8U7,  and  in  his  service  was  greatly  distinguished  for 
bravery.  He  was  made  C.  B.  in  1886;  Major  General,  1889;  Lieutenant  General,l892. 

He  married  first,  Catherine  Jane,  daughter  of  Hugh  Davidson  of  Cantray  with  issue; 
secondly,  Charlotte  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  David  James  Smeaton.  General  Fraser 
died  Oct.  19,  1892. 
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General  Simon  Fraser,  who  fell  at  Saratoga,  is  probably  the  best  known  to  Americans 
of  all  the  Frasers.  He  was  the  son  of  Alexander  Fraser  II  Baluain,  by  his  second 
wife  Jean,  daughter  of  Angus  Mackintosh  X  Kyllachy,  by  his  wife  Lucy,  daughter  of 
Sir  Alexander  Mackenzie  II  Coul,  He  was  born  May  26,  1729,  and  was  fatally  wounddd 
at  Saratoga,  Oct,  7,  1777  and  died  the  following  day.  He  obtained  his  first  renown, 
Mrs.  Grant  of  Laggan  says,  when  but  a  boy,  because  he,  a  gentleman’s  son,  would 
drive  his  father’s  cows  in  winter  barefoot,  when  the  peasant  children  wore  shoes. 

He  served  in  the  Scots  Regiment  in  the  Dutch  service  and  was  wounded  at  Bergen- 
ap-Zoon  in  17U8.  He  was  at  the  battles  of  Minden  and  the  Heights  of  Abraham  where 
he  gave  distinguished  service.  The  following  is  his  military  record:- 
Lieutenant  of  62nd  Regiment  in  1756,  Captain  78th  in  1757,  Major  2Uth  in  1762 
and  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  1768,  Aide-de-Camp  and  Quartermaster-General  in  1770, 
Brigadier  General  of  2Uth  and  Light  Grenadiers  in  July  7,  1777*  He  commanded  at 
Hubbardton  with  victory.  He  commanded  the  right  wing  at  Saratoga  and  was  shot  by 
Morgan’s  sharpshooters.  He  was  buried  just  at  evening  during  a  fierce  cannonade, 
until  the  Americans  discerned  the  funeral  company,  when  "orders  were  issued  to 
withhold  the  cannonade  with  balls,  and  render  military  homage  to  the  fallen  brave." 
General  Fraser  married  the  widow  of  Alexander,  son  of  Alexander  Grant  of  Shewglie, 
without  issue. 

Sir  Charles  Crawford  Fraser,  K.  C.  B.,  V.  C.j  was  born  in  1829  and  was  the  second 
son  of  Sir  James  John  Fraser  VI,  Leadclune.  He  greatly  distinguished  himself  in 
the  Army  in  India,  He  was  Colonel  of  the  8th  Hussars,  Lieutenant-General  and 
Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Duke  of  Cambridge.  He  died  unmarried. 

James  Keith  Fraser,  C.  M.  G.,  brother  of  the  preceding.  He  became  Lieutenant- 
General  in  l8$3*  He  served  with  distinction  during  the  Crimean  War,  the  Italian 
War  of  i860,  and  the  Franc  o-Prussian  War,  He  married  Amelia,  daughter  of  Humble- 
Dudley  Ward,  son  of  Tenth  Lord  Ward,  with  issue.  He  died  July  30,  1895. 

Donald  Fraser,  D.D.  was  born  at  Inverness,  Jan.  13,  1821,  graduated  M.A.  at 
University  'o£  Aberdeen  18^2.  He  was  Presbyterian  minister  in  Montreal,  1851-59, 
Inverness,  1859-70;  and  at  Marylebone,  London,  1870-93*  He  was  Vice  President  of 
the  British  Bible  Society  and  was  author  of  "Synoptical  Lectures  on  the  Books  of 
the  Holy  Bible,"  "Speeches  of  the  Holy  Apostles,"  and  "Metaphors  in  the  Gospels." 
he  died  1893* 

James  Fraser, D.D.  Bishop  of  Manchester,  was  of  the  family  of  Durris  and  was  born 
at  Prestbury,  Aug,  18,  1818.  He  took  his  M.A.  from  Oxford,  18U2 ,  and  was  conse¬ 
crated  Bishop  of  Manchester  in  1870.  He  was  the  author  of  several  works  on  educatdor 
He  died  1885. 

Alexander  Campbell  Fraser,  L.L*  D.D.C.L.  was  born  in  1819. His  father  was  a  minister 
and  his  mother  was  a  sis'ier  of  Sir  Duncan  Campbell,  He  received  his  education  at 
the  Universities  of  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh,  In  1859  he  was  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of 
Arts,  University  of  Edinburgh,  He  was  successor  to  Sir  William  Hamilton  to  the 
Chair  of  Metaphysics  and  was  sometime  editor  of  the  North  British  Review, 

Sir  William  Augustus  Fraser,  VII  of  Leadclune,  was  born  Feb,  10,  1826.  He  was 
educated  at  Eaton  and  Oxford.  He  was  Captain  in  1st  Life  Guards,  was  Member  of 
Parliament,  1852,  1857,  1873,  187U,  and  1880,  He  was  the  author  of  "Coila’s 
Whispers"  (poems),  "Words  of  Wellington,"  "Disraeli  and  His  Day,"  "Hie  et  Ubique," 
"Napoleon  III"  and  others.  He  is  one  of  the  Queen’s  Body-Guard  for  Scotland  and 
is  unmarried.  He  is  the  son  of  Sir  James  John  Fraser,  VI  of  Leadclune  and  brother 
of  the  before  mentioned  Sir  Charles  C.  and  James  Keith.

Charles  Fraser-Mackintosh,  M.P.  is  a  descendant  in  the  seventh  generation  from 
Alex,'  111  Culbokie.  He  was  bom  June  5*  1828,  and  was  bred  to  the  law.  In  1857 
by  Royal  warrant  he  assumed  the  name  of  Mackintosh.  He  was  M.P.  from  Inverness 
from  1871  to  1892.  He  published,  "Antiquarian  Notes,  "Dunachton,  Past  and  Present,*' 
"Invernessiana"  etc. 

Robert  Walter  Macleod  Fraser,  was  bom  Dec*  15*  1815,  and  was  the  son  of  Col.  Robt. 
Fraser,  IV  of  Castle  Leathers.  He  was  Maj.-Gen.  1875*  Lieut.  Gen,  1880,  and  Hon¬ 
orary  Gen.,  1881.  He  was  living  in  London  I896, 

SEATS  OF  THE  FRASERS 

Oliver  Castle, "was  the  remotest  of  a  chain  of  strong  ancient  towers  situated  each 
within  view  of  the  next  all  down  the  Tweed  to  Berwick,  and  serving  both  for  defence 
and  for  Beacon  fires  in  the  times  of  the  border  forays.  It  was  razed  to  the  ground. " 
It  was  situated  on  the  left  side  of  the  River  and  was  built  by  Oliver  Fraser  in  the 
early  part  of  the  thirteenth  century, 

Neidpath  Castle, situated  in  Peeblesshire  is  now  a  massive  pile  with  walls  eleven 
feet  thick  and  has  the  strawberries  in  the  crest  of  the  Hays  on  the  key-stone  of 
the  court-yard  archway,  it  having  passed  to  the  Hays  of  Yester  in  1312,  with  a 
daughter  of  Sir  Simon  Fraser,  Filius. 

Lovat.  A  fortalice,  the  foundation  of  which  is  not  known,  but  which  came  into 
the  possession  of  the  Frasers  about  the  year  1330,  Its  earliest  record  shows  that 
it  then  belonged  to  the  family  of  Bissett,  which  by  reason  of  Royal  marriages  was 
in  prominence  during  the  reigns  of  Alexanderl  and  other  kings  of  Scotland.  The 
Bis  setts  were  originally  from  England  and  came  into  Scotland  during  the  time  of 
William  the  Lion,  or  Malcolm  IV.  John  Bissett  was  "Dominus  de  Lovat*'  in  1222,  In 
1170  his  father,  John  Bissett,  was  made  Constable  of  Lovat  to  succeed  the  Grahams 
who  had  since  1120  held  the  office.  This  John  Bissett,  Sr,  is  said  to  have  married 
a  daughter  of  William  the  Lion  and  it  is  probable  by  this  Royal  marriage  that  in 
later  years  the  Frasers  bore  the  antique  crowns  on  their  shield.  In  1230  John 
Bissett,  Jr.,  founded  the  Priory  of  Beauly.  Patrick,  Earl  of  Athole  having  worsted 
William  Bissett  or  Byset  of  Upsettington  at  a  tournament  in  1212,  Athole  was 
shortly  after  murdered  at  Haddington,  Proof  was  against  the  Byset  and  he  fled  and 
involved  the  whole  clan,  John  Bissett  joined  the  Macdonalds  of  the  Isles,  but 
was  apprehended,  his  estates  were  attainted,  and  he  (with  his  brothers,  William, 
Walter,  Malcolm  and  Leonard)  was  banished  to  Ireland,  He  was  pardoned  after  this 
and  died  in  Erchloss  on  1258.  John  Bissett  left  no  male  heirs,  but  by  his  wife 
Jean  Haliburton,  he  had  three  daughters,  Mary,  Cecilia  and  Elizabeth.  Mary  married 
David  de  Graham,  knight,  who  was  appointed  governor  of  Lovat  and  also  held  it  in 
right  of  his  wife.  Their  daughter  married  John,  Earl  of  Orkney  and  Caithness  and 
they  had  a  daughter,  Margaret,  who  married  Simon  Fraser,  son  of  Sir  Andrew.  This 
Simon  Fraser  is  styled  first  of  Lovat  and  by  his  wife's  inheritance  acquired  that 
property.  It  was  besieged  by  Donald  of  the  Isles  ll|10,  but  fell  into  disuse  about 
the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth  century  and  all  that  is  to  be  seen  today  is  the 
fosse  and  an  outline  of  the  walls* 

Downie,  or  Beaufort  Castle  is  situated  about  four  miles  up  the  river  from  the 
village  of  Beauly.  The  records  speak  of  it  as  early  as  the  reign  of  Alexanderl. 

It  sustained  a  regular  siege  by  the  troops  under  Edward  1  and  the  trenches  then 
made  are  still  visible.  Cromwell  seized  it  and  blew  up  the  citadel.  It  was  burned 
and  razed  to  the  ground  by  the  Duke  of  Cumberland  after  the  battle  of  Culloden. 

It  is  said  that  the  present,  which  is  a  magnificent  edifice,  is  the  twelfth  one 
erected  upon  the  same  site.  Beaufort  was  acquired  by  the  Lovat  Frasers  through  the 
marriage  of  Hugh  1  Lovat  with  the  sister  and  heir  of  William  Fenton  of  Beaufort. 

The  Fentons  had  long  been  governors  of  Beaufort  as  the  Grahams  had  been  of  Lovat. 
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THE  FRASERS  OF  BREA 

The  historians  of  the  Clan  Fraser  have  been  peculiarly  silent  as  to  the  male 
descendants  of  the  Frasers  of  Brea,  Anderson  who  wrote  his  History  of  the  Frasers 
of  Lovat  in  1825  makes  no  mention  of  David  of  Mayne  who  was  the  second  son  of 
Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea  nor  of  David’s  son  Simon,  though  evidence  'regarding  both 
was  given  in  the  Lovat  succession  case  in  1823  and  all  of  those  documents  were 
accessible  to  that  author  of  legal  training  and  astute  mind, 

Mackenzie  in  his  History  of  the  Frasers  of  Lovat  written  in  18 96  mentions  both 
David  of  Mayne  and  his  son  Simon  and  gives  proof  that  the  latter  was  living  as  late 
as  1715.  Though  at  the  close  of  his  argument  he  leaves  a  suspicion  in  the  reader’s 
mind,  following  Anderson  he  deduces  his  conclusion  that  there  now  remains  no  male 
representative  of  the  Frasers  of  Brea  from  three  lines  of  argument.  First,  it  is 
claimed  that  the  male  heirs  of  Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea  are  extinct  from  the  fact 
of  the  passing  of  lands  of  Brea  through  the  daughter  of  Rev,  James  to  her  son 
James  Rose  of  Kilravock;  it  is  evident  that  the  estate  of  Brea  was  not  entailed 
to  descent  by  the  Salic  law,  or  else  it  would  have  passed  to  Simon,  David  of  Mayne’ s 
son,  at  the  death  of  Rev,  James  in  1698;  it  has  never  been  contended  that  Rev, 

James  had  a  son,  but  only  daughters,  so  that  the  estate  of  Brea  properly  passed 
by  descent  through  his  daughter  Jean  who  had  married  Hugh  Rose  of  Kilravock  to 
their  son  and  only  child  James, 

Secondly,  it  is  argued  that  the  male  representatives  of  the  Frasers  of  Brea  are 
extinct  because  in  an  edict  of  curatory,  dated  1st  of  April  1698,  William  Fraser 
of  Inverallochy  calls  in  Lord  Fraser  of  Muchal  and  Alexander  Fraser  of  Strichen 
as  two  of  his  nearest  of  kin  on  his  father’s  side,  "which",  it  is  said,  "he 
probably  would  not  have  done  had  any  male  descendants  of  Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea 
been  known  at  that  time  to  be  in  life";  but  Rev,  James  Fraser  was  living  then,  for 
8  Nov,  1698  he  was  requested  to  get  one  of  the  churches  of  Inverness  for  himself 
and  15  Nov,  1698  at  Inverness  he  baptised  a  child  of  Malcolm  Fraser  of  Culduthel; 
and  Simon,  David  of  Mayne* s  son,  was  well  known  at  that  time;  and  it  must  be  noted 
too  that  the  family  of  Ardachy  which  was  nearer  in  propinquity  than  the  one 
mentioned  was  omitted. 

Thirdly,  it  is  argued  for  the  extinction  of  the  male  representatives  of  the 
Frasers  of  Brea  that  none  of  them  are  mentioned  in  the  entail  of  General  Simon 
Fraser  in  177U  and  in  the  settlements  of  Han  Archibald  Campbell  Fraser  in  I808, 

1811  and  1812;  but  it  must  not  bo  forgotten  that  the  family  of  Ardachy  is  also 
omitted  in  these  documents  which  have  male  representatives  now  living  and  are  next 
in  order  to  the  Strichens;  nor  is  the  order  of  propinquity  correct  in  naming  the 
families  in  these  documents. 

The  only  possible  argument  for  the  extinction  of  the  male  representatives  of 
the  Frasers  of  Brea  is  that  there  is  not  publicly  known  to  be  any  claim  or  proofs 
of  claim  to  their  existence. 

But  there  are  a  few  matters  relating  to  the  Frasers  of  Brea  which  need  explan¬ 
ation,  Why  have  the  clan  historians  and  peerage  writers  until  the  last  quarter  of 
a  century  failed  to  mention  David  of  Mayne  or  his  son  Simon  when  their  names  are 
to  be  frequently  found  in  contemporary ous  documents  which  all  along  have  been 
accessible?  Why  have  not  the  daughters  of  David  of  Mayne  been  mentioned  when  their 
existence  and  the  existence  of  their  descendants  are  to  be  proven  from  well  known 
public  documents?  If  David  of  Mayne  had  daughters  and  their  descendants  unmentioned 
by  the  family  historians,  would  it  be  improper  to  presume  that  he  may  have  had  sons 
and  their  descendants  likewise  unmentioned? 

But  Rev,  James  in  his  "Memoirs"  says  in  1682  when  he  was  banished  to  England, 
"Shall  I  leave  and  never  see  mother,  children,  brethren,  sisters  and  kindly  friends 
and  relations?"  From  the  context  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  he  means  brothers 
germain  by  "brethren".  Who  was  the  other  brother  besides  David  of  Mayne?  And  did 
he  have  male  descendants? 

When  will  the  mysteries  of  the  Lovat  Genealogy  be  made  clear? 
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THE  FRASERS  OF  MAINE 

As  has  been  stated,  Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea  died  in  l6lj9  leaving  a  family  of 
seven  children,  Rev.  James  and  Davis  of  Mayne  being  the  only  sons  on  record,  though 
Rev.  James  in  his  ,lMemoirs,,  speaks  as  though  there  was  more  than  one  brother  living 
in  1682.  That  there  are  left  no  more  definite  historical  data  regarding  the  younger 
son  or  sons  of  Sir  James  and  their  descendants  is  to  be  fully  and  properly  account¬ 
ed  for  by  the  conditions  of  the  times  and  the  home  of  Sir  James. 

Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea  was  born  in  1610  and  lived  in  a  time  when  religion  and 
morals  were  generally  divorced:  He  spent  much  of  his  time  at  court,  engaging  in  its 
frivolities  and  being  under  its  enervating  influences,  which  not  only  hastened  his 
end  but  had  its  detrimental  moral  influence  upon  himself  and  in  turn  upon  his  house - 
hoDi;  his  absence  from  home  at  court  and  in  the  management  of  the  Lovat  estates  and 
his  early  demise  left  his  children  to  grow  up  without  the  proper  directing  influence 
of  a  father;  Rev.  James  before  his  conversion  at  twenty  years  of  age  had  become 
addicted  to  the  evils  so  common  in  that  day,  and  he  intimates  that  other  members  of 
h?  s  family  were  not  better;  and  it  is  not  to  be  presumed  that  David  of  Mayne  was 
far  behind  his  brother,  nor  have  we  any  evidence  that  he  reformed  like  Ms  eldest 
brother;  because  of  this  destructive  way  of  living  and  the  consequent  mismanagement 
of  both  the  estates  of  Lovat  and  Brea,  the  family  of  Brea  became  involved  in  indebt¬ 
edness  and  much  of  the  estate  lost  to  the  family,  and  for  many  years  after  the 
death  of  Sir  James  Ms  family  was  in  low  circumstances. 

The  decree  of  1585  was  that  the  eldest  sons  of  the  gentry  should  be  given  an 
education;  for  more  than  a  century  the  names  of  the  younger  sons  are  infrequent  upon 
the  roll  of  students  of  the  uMversities. 

That  it  was  not  common  at  that  time  for  the  younger  sons  of  gentlemen  to  receive 
an  education  as  good  as  that  of  the  eldest  and  also  because  of  the  depleted  finances 
of  the  family  of  Brea,  it  is  not  at  all  probable  that  David  of  Mayne  had  as  good 
an  education  as  Rev,  James,  and  hence  would  not  be  likely  to  choose  a  public  career 
or  be  in  public  life. 

The  property  of  Mayne  is  situated  within  the  parish  of  Kiltarlity  but  with  the 
farm  of  C rives  is  on  the  left  side  of  th&  Beauly  river  and  but  half  a  mile  above 
Beaufort  Castle;  it  was  in  the  possession  of  the  family  of  Brea  as  early  as  1614: 
and  still  remained  with  it  as  late  as  1691.  It  appears  that  David  of  Mayne  lived 
upon  the  property  of  Mayne  and  was  otherwise  financially  assisted  as  was  the  custom 
in  the  clan  system  in  that  day,  through  the  munificence  of  Ms  eldest  brother. 

Being  thus  low  in  circumstances  and  much  dependant  upon  the  kindness  of  others 
for  sustenance,  and  possibly  having  become  addicted  to  the  destructive  evils  of 
Ms  time,  these  account  for  Ms  lack  of  promi nance  in  public  and  financial  affairs 
and  the  paucity  of  Mstorical  data  regrading  David  Fraser  of  Mayne  and  Ms  family, 
David  Fraser  of  Mayne  married  Isobel  Fraser,  who  according  to  the  famous  "Bill 
of  Mortality"  died  Feb,  17,  1688,  There  is  no  intimation  of  a  second  marriage,  nor 
have  we  the  dates  of  Ms  own  birth  and  death. 

Lord  Lovat* s  letters  mention  Simon  as  a  "son  of  Bavid  Fraser  of  Brea";  he  sent 
Simon,  David's  son  on  a  mission  in  1698  to  King  William  to  obtain  from  the  King  a 
pardon  for  Lord  Lovat,  but  failed  of  a  full  pardon  for  all  offences,  which  'greatly 
angered  Lovat;  Simon  was  with  the  English  troops  at  Almanza  in  1707,  Capt,  in  Lord 
Mark  Kerr's  Regiment  and  was  captured  and  imprisoned  with  officers  at  Saumar  where 
he  received  the  ministrations  of  Lovat;  in  a  letter  from  Lovat  to  Brigidier  General 
Grant  he  is  mentioned  as  being  alive  in  1715 J  Ms  will  was  probated  at  Edinburgh 
in  1732,  In  the  Lovat  succession  case  of  1823  it  was  testified  by  Mrs,  Margaret 
Watson,  a  great-great-grand  daughter  of  David  of  Mayne,  that  "Simon  had  no  cMldrenr 
at  all";  what  were  her  sources  of  information  are  not  stated  in  the  records  of  the 
trial,  but  it  is  presumed  that  they  were  family  traditions,  wMch  are  always  un¬ 
reliable,  especially  when  uncorroborated;  besides  Mrs,  Watson  at  that  time  had  a 
case  in  court  for  the  possession  of  the  lands  of  Mayne  and  was  greatly  desiring  the 
nssistanoe  of  the  Strichens,  all  of  which  would  make  her  Testimony  less  valuable. 

But  there  is  no  evidence  that  Simon  left  heirs. 
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The  grounds  alleged  in  the  prosecution  of  her  case  was  that  while  her  descent 
was  in  the  female  line  only,  she  was  the  only  living  descendent  of  David  of  Mayne ; 
but  though  she  proved  her  descent  she  failed  to  prove  that  there  were  not  other 
descendents  living  and  that  there  might  not  arise  prefered  claimants. 

The  '’Bill  of  Mortality"  also  records  Sept*  1,  1686  the  death  of  "Magdalen, 
daughter  of  David  Fraser  of  Brays". 

Mrs.  Watson  above  mentioned  states  that  she  is  the  descendent  in  the  fourth 
generation  of  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  David  Fraser  of  Mayne. 

That  David  Fraser  of  Mayne  had  other  children  that  the  above  would  not  be 
improbably;  in  fact  it  seems  probable  that  Alexander  Fraser,  servitor  of  Lord  Lovat, 
was  a  son  of  David  of  Mayne, 


ALEXANDER  ERASER,  SERVITOR 

When  Lord  Lovat  of  the  * UlS>  was  in  France  he  was  attended  by  several  members  of 
his  clan;  There  was  an  Alexander  Fraser  with  him  In  1?11a.  Major  James  Fraser  of 
Castle  Leathers  in  1752  wrote  a  life  of  Lord  Lovat  which  was  published  in  1869  in 
which  he  speaks  of  the  page  of  171U  as  having  been  brought  over  by  him  that  year 
according  to  a  request  of  Lord  Lovat  of  two  or  three  years  previous;  the  editor  of 
Major  Fraser* s  Manuscript  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Major  did  not  bring  but  sent 
over  a  servant  who  was  so  troublesome  to  the  Major  in  after  time.  It  is  quite 
evident  that  the  Major  had  no  servant  or  other  companion  with  him  on  his  trip  to 
France  in  search  of  Lord  Lovat;  the  incident  of  the  Major  and  the  three  Frenchmen 
in  the  boat  is  ample  proof  that  he  travelled  alone;  and  it  is  presumed  that  five 
to  ten  years  had  elapsed  since  the  servant  had  been  requested,  the  time  seeming 
so  short  in  the  mind  of  the  aged  Major  when  he  wrote. 

The  attendant  of  Lovat  was  variously  called  "page",  "valet"  and  "servitor",  the 
latter  term  being  the  one  most  commonly  used.  These  servants  are  not  to  be  supposed 
to  have  been  menial  servants  but  in  charge  of  various  departments  of  the  nobleman* s 
household.  The  gentry  of  the  Highlands  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century 
was  a  class  holding  rank  between  nobility  and  the  middle  classes  and  were  thus 
esteemed  by  virtue  of  being  possessors  of  entailed  landed  property  or  of  being  the 
descendants  of  the  younger  sons  of  the  nobility.  It  was  a  common  thing  for  the 
younger  sons  of  the  gentry  and  even  the  nobility  to  be  "servitors"  to  noble  families. 

This  "gentleman  valet"  had  the  confidence  of  Lovat,  for  previous  to  Lovat*  s 
return  to  London  in  17lU  he  sent  this  valet  thither  to  ascertain  the  attitude  and 
advice  of  his  friends  as  to  his  return;  and  this  same  valet  was  entrusted  with  the 
luggage  at  Rouen  and  arrived  at  London  two  days  after  the  chief.  On  their  way  to 
the  Highlands  Lord  Lovat  and  "Alexander  Fraser,  his  servitor"  were  made  honorary 
burgesses  of  Lanark,  and  the  "servitor"  would  not  have  been  so  honored  had  he  not 
belonged  at  least  to  the  gentry. 

In  "The  Collection  of  Papers  in  the  Lovat  Cases"  there  is  found  a  claim  that 
long  afterwards  was  made  for  L700  (Scots)  for  money  "given  to  Alexander  Fraser, 
son  of  David  Fraser,  when  he  went  to  France  to  the  Lord  Lovat".  This  could  not 
have  been  Alexander  Fraser,  son  of  Bailie  David  Fraser  of  Fairfield  for  ho  was  born 
in  179U  which  would  make  him  too  young  and  immature  of  judgment  to  have  been 
entrusted  with  the  missions  given  by  Lovat  to  Alexander  Fraser,  Servitor, 

It  is  highly  improbable  that  among  the  mass  of  published  correspondence  or 
among  the  private  papers  which  have  been  investigated  of  the  various  Highland 
families  and  their  septs,  or  in  the  recorded  public  documents,  any  "gentleman"  of 
the  Clan  Fraser  of  the  Period  of  16?5  to  1700  would  have  been  left  unnoticed  and 
unmentioned  by  genealogists  and  family  historians  up  to  the  present  time.  Now  the 
only  "gentleman"  of  the  family  of  Fraser  by  the  name  of  "David"  who  could  have  had 
a  htjn  Alexander  who  was  "Servitor"  to  Lord  Lovat  in  France  was  David  Fraser  of 
Mayne*  second  son  of  Sir  James  Fraser  of  Brea. 
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The  relations  of  Lord  Lovat  with  the  family  of  Mayne  was  most  intimate*  In 
1699  he  chose  Simon  the  eldest  son  of  David  of  Mayne  to  go  on  that  most  important 
mission  of  getting  the  seal  of  Scotland  affixed  to  Lovat* s  pardon  which  had  been 
obtained  from  King  William,  And  it  would  be  a  natural  thing  for  Lovat  to  have 
another  son  as  valet  in  France.  The  English  officers  captured  at  the  battle  of 
Almanza  in  1707  were  kept  prisoners  at  Saumur  France,  near  which  place  at  that 
time  Lovat  himself  was  under  official  restraint,  Lovat  visited  these  prisoners  at 
Saumur  and  found  among  them  Simon  Fraser,  son  of  David  Fraser  of  Mayne,  a  captain 
in  Mark  Kerr's  Regiment,  whom  he  assisted  with  the  comforts  of  life.  These  officers 
were  exchanged  in  1709  end  Lovat  embraced  the  opportunity  of  sending  letters  to  his 
friends  and  relations  in  England  and  Scotland,  It  is  probable  that  at  this  time 
Lovat  sent  by  Capt.  Simon  Fraser  for  the  "gentleman  Valet"  concerning  whom  Major 
Fraser  had  so  much  to  say.  If  Simon  of  Mayne  had  a  younger  brother,  it  would  have 
been  natural  to  have  sent  him  to  be  Lovat' s  servant.  The  argument  is  by  deduction 
and  not  by  direct  statement.  The  evidence  is  circumstantial  and  the  proof  is  not 
absolute.  Some  of  the  premises  may  seem  to  be  hypothetical,  which  however  is  just 
as  permissible  for  as  against  the  conclusion.  But  there  are  no  clear  proofs  against 
the  argument,  and  the  chronology  and  the  known  circumstances  surrounding  both 
individuals  are  convincing  proofs  that  David  Fraser  of  Mayne  and  Alexander  Fraser, 
servitor  were  father  and  son. 

In  the  register  of  baptisms  for  the  Parish  of  Kilterlity  there  is  recorded  the 
baptism  of  a  daughter  Isobel  daughter  to  Alexander  Fraser,  servitor  to  Lord  Lovat 
and  in  1718  a  son  Alexander  was  baptised  to  "Alexander  of  David  of  Mayne,  servitor". 
The  child  Alexander  baptised  in  1718  may  have  become  Alexander  Fraser  of  Guilford. 

THE  FRASERS  OF  GUILFORD 

The  founder  of  the  Frasers  of  Guilford  came  from  Invernessshire,  Scotland,  and 
at  a  very  important  time  in  the  history  of  that  country.  It  was  just  at  the  transit 
tion  from  the  old  clan  system  to  the  stronger  control  system  of  government  under 
the  Georges,  from  the  Stuart  to  the  Hanovarian  dynasty.  The  Stuarts  lost  the  throne 
of  England  and  Scotland  in  1685,  In  171b  on  the  death  of  Queen  Ann,  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  the  Honovarians  in  the  person  of  George  I  came  to  the  throne.  The  only 
way  in  which  they  have  been  acceptable  as  a  reigning  house  to  the  Scottish  people 
and  most  of  the  English  people  is  that  they  have  been  Protestants,  No  sooner  had 
the  Stuarts  been  deposed  than  their  adherants  began  to  plot  their  restoration; 
the  Queensbury  plot  of  1703  and  1707,  the  rebellion  of  1715  and  the  final  one  of 
1715-8  attest  the  struggle  to  regain  power;  and  as  a  result  of  each  of  these 
attempts  many  fortunes  were  lost,  honofs  attained,  commoners  transplanted  to 
England's  colonies  and  persons  of  rank  became  political  refugees  or  were  beheaded 
or  died  in  England's  prison.  The  Lord  Lovat  of  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth 
century  had  been  attained,  but  regained  in  1716  his  estates  because  of  the  part 
he  played  in  the  putting  down  the  Rebellion  of  1715*  He  however  still  remained  a 
Jacobite  at  heart.  As  early  as  1737  he  was  instrumental  in  forming  an  association 
in  Edinburgh  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  aid  the  cause  of  the  Stuarts,  Plotting 
continued  to  grow  until  the  landing  of  Prince  Charlie  in  May  17U5>  though  his 
coming  was  considered  in  the  estimation  of  Lord  Lovat  to  have  been  premature.  And 
all  the  while  Lord  Lovat  was  becoming  more  involved  in  the  intrigues  and  under 
greater  suspicion,  and  he  was  also  involved  with  and  involving  many  prominent 
members  of  the  Fraser  clan.  His  friends  he  tried  to  bribe  into  silence  and  his 
enemies  he  tried  to  placate  by  threats  or  promises. 

The  clan  system  was  in  vogue  in  the  Highlands  of  Scotland  until  the  beginning 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  form  of  government  of  the  clan  was  patriarchal; 
and  the  head  was  the  chief  who  came  to  his  heritage  by  male  descent,  and  the  usual 
custom  was  for  the  eldest  son  to  succeed  the  father,  and  the  nearest  collateral 
line  to  succeed  in  case  of  default  of  heirs  in  the  direct  line.  The  head  of  the 
Fraser  clan  was  Lord  Lovat. 
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By  the  death  of  Hugh,  Hth  Lord  in  1696  the  chieftainship  and  also  the  estates  and 
honors  of  Lovat  properly  fell  to  Thomas  Fraser  of  Beaufort,  a  son  of  Hugh  9th  Lord, 
but  through  the  influence  of  relatives  on  the  maternal  side  of  the  last  Lord, 

Thomas  of  Beaufort  and  his  son  Simon  were  kept  out  of  their  honors  and  estates. 

And  Simon  was  outlawed  and  attained  for  his  efforts  in  trying  to  obtain  his  just 
rights.  The  rebellion  of  1715  gave  him  the  opportunity  to  ingratiate  himself  with 
the  Hanovarians  and,  as  the  possessors  of  the  Lovat  estates  had  openly  sided  with 
the  Pretender,  Simon  was  able  to  obtain  his  possessions  and  honors. 

Thomas  of  Beaufort  had  three  sons  who  grew  to  manhood,  Alexander,  Simon  and  John, 
Alexander  died  from  wounds  received  in  Mundee *  s  campaign  in  1689,  which  placed 
Simon  one  step  nearer  in  the  line  of  succession;  John  died  in  1716;  claimants  for 
the  states  and  peerage  of  Lovat  have  arisen  claiming  to  be  the  descendants  of  either 
of  these  two  but  have  been  unable  to  establish  their  claims, 

Simon,  who  is  called  the  13th  Lord  Lovat,  had  three  sons,  Simon,  Alexander  and 
Archibald  C,;  Simon  died  without  issue  in  1782,  Alexander  died  in  1762  leaving  no 
record  of  marriage  of  issue,  Archibald  C,  died  in  1815,  his  sons  having  predeceased 
him  and  left  no  legitimate  issue.  This  left  the  succession  of  the  estate  open  again 
to  a  collateral  heir. 

Many  claimants  have  arisen,  and  some  have  formally  presented  claims  before  the 
Court  of  Sessions  in  Scotland  and  the  House  of  Lords  in  England,  but  all  have  so 
far  been  unable  to  establish  claim  and  to  obtain  possession  of  the  estates  and 
peerage  of  Lovat, 

At  the  death  of  Archibald  C,,  youngest  son  of  Simon  of  *U5#  there  being  no 
other  proving  nearer  heirship,  the  Frasers  of  Strichen,  a  line  coming  from  the 
main  stem  four  hundred  years  before,  come  into  the  possession  of  the  estates  of 
Lovat,  but  their  possession  has  not  been  without  contest. 

The  branches  next  in  propinquity  to  the  main  stem  of  the  family  tree  of  Lovat 
were  the  Frasers  of  Inverallachie  and  the  Frasers  of  Brea,  These  were  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  sons  of  Simon  8th  Lord  Lovat,  The  Frasers  of  Inverallachie  had  failed  in 
the  death  of  Charles  7th  of  Inverallachie  in  1796,  But  regarding  the  Frasers  of 
Brea  much  can  be  written  to  show  that  very  little  is  known  of  some  of  their  descend¬ 
ants  and  that  the  only  ground  for  the  belief  that  that  line  has  failed  is  that  no 
one  has  presented  a  claim  of  heirship  through  that  line;  the  present  holders  of  the 
title  of  Lovat  have  been  in  possession  of  much  information  regarding  the  Frasers 
of  Brea  which  they  have  never  mentioned  until  revealed  from  other  sources.  There  are 
not  absolute  proofs  publicly  known  of  the  existence  of  descendants  in  the  male  line 
of  Brea,  But  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  only  possible  descendants  living  who 
are  nearer  than  the  present  line  are  to  be  found  in  the  Frasers  of  Brea, 

In  the  early  thirties  of  last  century  Alexander  Gordon  Fraser  of  New  York  pre¬ 
pared  a  case  for  a  claim  to  the  estates  of  Lovat  on  the  ground  that  he  was  the 
■lineal  descendant  of  John  Fraser,  son  of  Lovat  of  ’ U5,  That  John  Fraser  was  married 
has  been  claimed  by  others;  for  B.  Homer  Dixon  of  Toronto,  Canada,  said  that  he 
was  a  descendant  maternally  from  this  John  Fraser  who,  he  claimed,  married  a 
daughter  of  Fraser  of  Balnain  and  sister  of  Simon  Fraser  who  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Saratoga  in  1777#  but  that  John  Fraser  left  male  heirs  has  never  been 
proven  and  is  not  now  seriously  considered.  It  was  proven  that  Alexander  Gordon 
Fraser  was  descendant  from  a  Cooper  from  Greenoch  and  nothing  but  disappointment 
and  lost  fortune  came  of  this  claim. 

There  culminated  in  1885  a  more  prominent  claim  to  the  honors  and  estates  of 
Lovat  in  that  of  John  Fraser  of  Carnaevon,  Wales,  John  Fraser  grandfather  of  this 
claimant  instituted  a  claim  to  the  estates  of  Lovat  in  1831  claiming  descent  from 
Lord  Lovat  of  * U5  and  it  was  shown  at  the  time  that  his  grandfather  Alexander 
Fraser  was  an  illegitimate  son  of  Simon  of  *U5  by  Mary  Cameron,  But  in  1885  the 
claimant  shifted  his  claim  to  being  a  descendant  of  an  older  brother  of  Simon  of 
*U5»  But  the  parish  records  of  Kirkhill  which  the  author  has  seen,  recorded  the 
death  of  this  Alexander  in  Nov,  29,1689#  he  having  been  brought  home  wounded  from 
Dundee* s  campaign,  and  the  proofs  of  illegitimate  descent  above  given  were  re¬ 
established* 
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John  Fraser  of  Carnaevon  lost  his  fortune  and  much  respect  of  his  countrymen  and 
caused  the  present  holders  of  the  estates  much  trouble  and  expense. 

The  estates  have  now  been  disentailed  and  the  restoration  of  the  title  was 
special  act  to  the  Stricken  family,  so  that  the  claim  now  of  anyone  however  well 
proven  would  be  barren  of  results. 

It  was  during  and  under  these  conditions  of  Scotland  and  the  Clan  Fraser  that 
Alexander  Fraser,  ancestor  of  the  Frasers  of  Guilford  fled  from  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland  and  came  to  the  colony  of  Connecticut  in  America,  But  little  is  new  known 
of  his  antecedents  and  for  the  following  reasons:  He  had  become  involved  with  Lord 
Lovat  in  the  approaching  troubles  of  17U5  -  U6  and  seems  to  have  known  more  about 
Lovat's  association  with  the  Stuarts  than  was  considered  safe  for  this  Lord,  and 
his  own  activities  having  become  known  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  flee  the 
country  and  seek  refuge  and  secrecy  in  far  off  lands.  He  revealed  some  of  these 
matters  to  his  family  with  the  injunction  that  they  were  to  be  kept  a  strict  secret 
for  fear  that  the  existing  government  would  learn  of  them  and  prosecute  him  as  they 
had  so  ruthlessly  and  relentlessly  done  others.  He  was  also  away  from  home  much 
of  the  time  in  the  prosecution  of  his  business  of  the  importation  of  spices  and 
drugs  from  the  West  Indies  and  hence  found  but  little  opportunity  for  that  intimacy 
with  his  family  which  would  have  resulted  in  the  divulging  of  more  of  his  political 
and  family  affairs.  On  one  of  the  expeditions  about  the  year  1753  he  sickened  of 
fever  and  died  and  left  his  family  of  five  children  so  young,  (eldest  being  but 
eight)  that  they  remembered  but  little  of  their  father  and  what  he  had  related  of 
his  antecedents.  In  1759  his  widow  married  Simeon  Judd,  By  appointment  of  the  court 
Judd  became  guardian  of  the  Fraser  children,  and  the  family  and  its  various  interests 
were  soon  merged  with  that  of  Judd  and  much  of  the  identity  of  the  Frasers  of 
Guilford  as  a  family  in  that  generation,  was  lost  along  with  the  interest  in  the 
ancestry  of  its  progenitor. 

Moreover  there  was  much  friction  between  Alexander  Fraser  and  the  Boardmans 
regarding  the  Main  landsj  so  much  that  after  the  deed  of  17U5  was  given  there  ceased 
to  be  any  intimacy  between  them;  little  was  learned  by  the  Boardmans  of  the  life 
and  antecedents  of  Alexander  Fraser  of  Guilford,  And  the  estrangement  continued 
among  some  of  the  descendents  so  that  but  little  was  remembered  by  any  of  the 
Boardmans  of  the  history  of  the  Frasers  of  Guilford,  except  the  general  statement 
that  they  were  descended  from  a  wealthy  and  noble  family  of  Scotland, 

In  the  latter  part  of  17UU  or  in  Jan,  17U5*  Alexander  Fraser  married  Damaris, 
daughter  of  Timothy  and  Hannah  (Crane)  Boardman  of  Wetherafield  Conn,  The  date  of 
their  marriage  is  not  known,  no  public  record  of  statement  of  the  time  has  been 
found,  though  the  fact  and  the  wedding  occasion  are  mentioned  in  family  letters  of 
that  generation.  The  date  is  approximately  fixed  by  the  date  of  the  birth  of  their 
first  child  which  occurred  Oct,  8,  17U5»  At  the  time  of  their  marriage,  her  father, 
partly  as  her  dowery  and  also  partly  by  the  payment  of  1000L  Stirling  by  Alexander 
Fraser,  deeded  to  Damaris  his  daughter  3/U  of  1/8  part  of  the  so  called  "Pemiquid 
Lands'*  in  what  is  now  Lincoln  Co,,  Maine j  but  Alexander  Fraser  being  dissatisfied 
that  the  deed  was  in  his  wife’s  name  and  because  being  very  ’’contentious"  about  the 
matter  for  the  consideration  of  1000L  in  the  shape  of  a  loan  to  his  father-in-law 
and  also  because  he  desired  to  pacify  his  son-in-law  there  was  obtained  May  31,17li5 
a  new  deed  from  Timothy  Boardman  for  the  same  lands  but  in  his  own  name,  which  deed 
is  on  record  at  York  Maine,  Now  in  1805  the  Boardmans  and  Frasers  were  seeking  to 
recover  the  Peniquid  Lands  through  the  court  and  the  legislature  of  Mass. 

The  exact  length  of  time  Alexander  Fraser  was  in  America  before  his  marriage 
has  not  been  learned  but  from  family  correspondence  it  is  judged  that  it  was  not 
long,  and  it  is  certain  that  he  left  Scotland  immediately  before  the  outbreak  of 

17U5. 

We  find  him  at  Guilford  in  17U5  and  he  must  have  settled  there  shortly  after 
his  marriagej  there  is  nothing  further  upon  the  records  of  him  than  what  is  found 
in  the  town  and  church  records  of  Guilford  and  the  deed  of  17U5»  In  the  records 
he  calls  himself  "inert"  or  merchant  and  in  his  deed  of  entail  he  is  calk  d  "shop¬ 
keeper  and  apothecary";  in  the  family  letters  he  is  said  to  have  been  an 
of  spices  and  drugs  from  the  West  Indies,  using  his  own  ships,  and  to  have  died 
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of  fever  on  one  of  his  trips  thither.  There  is  no  record  either  at  Guilford  or 
Hartford  of  the  probating  of  his  estate.  There  are  records  of  birth  and  baptism 
at  Guilford  of  his  first  three  children;  his  last  child  was  baptised  at  Wethers¬ 
field  after  his  death,  but  no  record  has  been  found  of  the  birth  of  his  fourth 
child,  William,  though  he  is  mentioned  in  many  letters  and  documents.  After  his 
death  his  widow  and  family  moved  to  Wethersfield  where  she  "kept  store”  until  her 
marriage  to  Judd 'in  1759* 

Sept,  18,  1?1*6  an  "Indenture  of  Apprentice”  was  signed  by  Duncan  Thompson  and 
his  daughter  Margaret  and  Alexander  Fraser  for  the  sum  of  twelve  pounds  New  York 
currency  for  the  apprenticeship  of  Margaret  Thompson  as  servant  in  tile  family  of 
Alexander  Fraser  for  the  period  of  seven  years;  this  indenture  is  on  record  in  the 
Of  lice  of  Land  Records  at  Guilford, 

But  one  of  the  most  interesting  things  about  the  life  of  Alexander  Fraser  of 
Guilford  was  his  relation  to  the  Peniquid  Lands,  This  was  a  body  of  land  28  miles 
wide  by  32  long  in  what  is  now  Lincoln  County,  Maine,  The  title  was  derived  from 
Indian  deeds  and  not  from  royal  grants  and  hence  the  claimies  considered  weak, 
Timothy  Boardman  and  his  brother  Joshua  purchased  titles  to  these  lands  in  1732 
and  1733*  On  May  31*  171*5  Timothy  Boardman  deeded  to  Alexander  Fraser  3/U  of  1/8 
part  of  these  lands.  On  Sept.  20,  1753  Alexander  Fraser  gives  a  deed  of  entail 
of  these  lands  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  1?1*5  to  his  eldest  son  Alexander,  reserving 
1000  acres  for  his  son  Charles  and  daughter  Mary  Ann  and  1200  acres  to  pay  his  debts 
the  entail  was  to  be  by  the  strictest  Salic  law,  for  "only  the  name  of  Fraser  shall 
hold  the  lands”;  but  in  default  of  male  descendents,  "the  said  estate  shall  pass 
to  the  chief  of  the  name  of  Fraser,  viz*  Lord  Lovat,  his  heirs  and  successors”,  and 
one  half  of  the  income  from  this  estate  was  to  go  to  the  founding  and  maintaining 
of  a  Mathematical  school  to  be  called  "Fraser's  College”.  The  French  and  Indian 
war  came  and  the  Revolutionary  War  followed  closely,  and  Timothy  Boardman  and 
Alexander  Fraser  dying  early,  the  family  neglected  to  look  after  the  Maine  lands 
and  soon  settlers  possessed  them.  Several  attempts  were  made  before  the  courts 
and  the  legislature  of  Mass  to  obtain  the  rights  of  the  Boardman  and  Fraser 
families,  but  while  the  courts  decided  that  their  claim  was  valid,  the  only  process 
was  by  ejectment  proceedings  which  would  have  caused  immense  expense  to  all  parties 
and  an  injustice  to  the  settlers  and  more  cost  than  the  lands  would  be  worth  to  the 
claimants.  So  the  matter  remains  to  this  day,  William  Fraser  of  Athens,  N.Y, ,  a 
grandson  of  Ale  xander  of  Guilford,  was  the  attorney  for  the  claimants  and  his  papers 
arenow  in  the  possession  of  his  grandson,  William  Fraser  of  New  York, 

There  seems  to  be  something  mysterious  about  the  death,  its  manner,  and  time,  of 
Ale  xander  Fraser  of  Guilford,  It  is  known  that  he  carried  on  an  importing  business 
of  drugs  and  spices  from  the  West  Indies  with  his  own  vessels,  and  it  is  also 
probable  that  these  vessels  carried  these  importations  to  the  markets  of  the  new 
world.  Family  tradition  is  universal  in  the  family  and  mentioned  in  the  earlier 
family  correspondence  that  he  died  on  one  of  these  trips  to  the  West  Indies,  but 
the  exact  date  is  not  mentioned,  though  from  the  letters  it  is  certain  that  is  was 
some  time  in  the  middle  of  the  fifties  of  the  eighteenth  century.  The  deed  of 
entail  was  made  at  Guilford  Sept,  20,  1753*  after  the  news  of  her  husband's  death 
was  received  his  widow  disposed  of  the  business  at  Guilford  moved  to  Wethersfield 
the  home  of  her  family  and  there  "kept  store”  until  her  marriage  to  Simeon  Judd 
in  1759;  At  Weathersfield  between  April  10,  1757  and  May  1st  was  baptised  Olive 
the  youngest  child  of  "Mr,  Fraser";  the  child  was  presented  for  baptism  by  her 
mother.  Now  this  youngest  child  married  Rhine  as  Kellogg  and  lived  and  died  at 
New  Hartford,  N.Y.  and  the  records  of  her  family  state  that  she  was  born  April  12, 
1753#  So  it  is  evident  that  Alexander  of  Guilford  died  after  Sept,  20,  1753  and 
before  May  1,  1757,  It  seems  probable  that  he  made  the  deed  of  entail  just  before 
the  trip  upon  which  he  contracted  the  fever  and  died. 

But  little  is  known  of  the  Ancestry  of  Alexander  Fraser  of  Guilford,  and  what 
is  taiown  is  founded  upon  family  tradition,  which  is  always  an  unreliable  authority 
if  uncorroborated,  and  statements  to  be  found  in  family  letters  and  indirect 
reference  in  family  documents.  The  same  reasons  obtain  for  the  paucity  of  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  his  ancestry  as  has  been  given  as  to  the  particulars  of  his  lifetime; 
but  these  are  some  additional  facts  which  ought  to  be  noticed. 
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Because  of  the  events  which  led  up  to  the  Revolutionary  War  there  was  a  growing 
indifference  to  lordly  titles;  in  fact  many  instances  are  recorded  of  open  ridicule 
for  the  same. 

This  was  the  period  in  which  the  family  of  the  Frasers  of  Guilford  became 
independent  of  their  other  family  alliances  and  the  sons  were  starting  families 
of  their  own.  And  whatever  was  the  claim  of  the  Frasers  to  lordly  ancestry,  it  was 
not  wise  to  make  public  mention  of  it  immediately  preceeding,  during  or  shortly 
after  this  war. 

His  children  used  to  relate  it  to  their  children  that  Alexander  of  Guilford 
was  nearly  related  to  Lord  Lovat  of  *U5  and  that  they  were  in  near  succession  to 
the  honors  and  estates  of  Lovat.  Nov  this  is  referred  to  in  many  family  letters  and 
as  a  tradition  has  been  universal  anong  the  different  branches  and  members  of  the 
family.  In  fact  Alexander,  eldest  son  of  Alexander  of  Guilford,  who  did  not  die 
until  1819,  four  years  after  the  death  of  the  youngest  son  of  Lovat  of  *U5,  expect¬ 
ed  that  either  he  or  his  sons  would  prove  their  claim  and  gain  possession  of  the 
estates  of  Lovat. 

In  the  early  history  of  the  colonies  there  was  manifested  a  great  deference 
towards  the  noble  ranks  of  the  old  world. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  an  attempt  was  made  to  obliterate  every  vi stage  of 
favors  for  rank  and  classes;  holding  land  by  entail  was  abolished  and  the  lowest 
commoner  became  eligible  to  any  office  or  position  in  the  nation. 

There  are  some  evidences  which  indirectly  at  least  corroborate  the  universal 
tradition  of  the  noble  ancestry  of  Alexander  Fraser  of  Guilford  and  that  he  was 
near  in  the  line  of  succession  to  the  estates  of  Lovat, 

In  the  early  part  and  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  in  Scotland  the  wealth 
of  the  country  was  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Aristoomcy  ,  either  of  the 
nobility  or  the  landed  gentry  who  were  descendents  as  a  rule  from  the  nobility, 
Alexander  Fraser  came  to  this  country  with  about  5000L  Stirling,  a  large  sum  for 
those  days  and  usually  not  found  outside  of  the  aristocracy.  At  that  time  money 
had  a  purchasing  value  three  times  what  it  has  today  and  the  5000L  would  amount  to 
$75,000  now. 

In  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  in  Scotland  the  college  educated 
men  were  almost  entirely  from  nobility  and  gentry.  One  who  had  graduated  from  a 
college  and  received  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  was  called  "Mr."  In  the  baptismal 
registers  of  the  children  of  Alexander  of  Guilford  he  is  called  nHr,  Fraser”  or 
"Mr.  Alexander  Fraser"  and  the  "Mr."  would  not  have  been  prefixed  if  he  had  not 
been  a  university  graduate  and  a  son  of  a  gentleman.  Thus  it  became  natural  for 
him  because  of  family  and  college  associations  to  arrange  for  a  college  to  be 
established  bearing  the  family  name. 

Until  the  Revolutionary  War  there  were  ranks  in  society  in  New  England  quite 
pronounced;  even  in  1776  in  Harvard  and  Yale  privileges  were  granted  to  the  students 
of  these  colleges  according  to  the  rank  of  their  families.  The  highest  rank  in¬ 
cluded  the  ruling  class,  the  clergy,  the  landed  proprietors  and  the  large  merchants. 

The  Boardman  family  had  been  for  three  generations  one  of  the  leading  families 
of  New  England,  occupying  prominient  positions  in  both  church  and  state  and  also 
in  financial  matters  of  the  colonies.  Samuel  Borman,  the  emigrant,  came  from 
Danbury,  England  in  1635  and  in  1638  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Wethersfield,  Conn, 
and  for  several  years  was  a  member  of  the  General  Court.  His  son  Daniel  was  the 
Congregational  minister  of  Wethersfield  from  young  manhood  until  old  age  and  death 
relieved  him  of  his  duties,  and  he  left  a  record  of  piety  and  able  service  to  the 
emulation  of  succeeding  generations.  Daniel* s  son  Timothy  was  a  landed  proprietor 
and  along  with  his  brother  was  an  owner  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  Province 
of  Maine  and  in  his  day  was  known  as  the  wealthiest  man  of  New  England. 

Alexander  Fraser  must  have  been  a  man  of  high  standing  and  prominience  in 
Scotland  to  have  married  into  a  family  of  such  quality  in  New  England, 

Timothy  Boardman*  s  oldest  child  was  Damaris  who  married  Alexander  Fraser,  Into 
this  family  of  prominience,  probably  none  of  greater  prominence,  probably  none  of 
greater  prominence  in  New  England,  came  Alexander  Fraser, 
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The  deed  of  entail  of  Sept»  1753  bears  the  marks  of  a  noble  ancestry*  While 
entail  was  permitted  by  law  in  the  colonies  up  to  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  in  New  England  it  was  a  very  uncommon  thing  and  especially  at  the  time  that 
the  Fraser  deed  was  made;  so  Alexander  of  Guilford  must  have  brought  the  thought 
of  it  from  Scotland  with  him  and  no  doubt  his  noble  antecedent  was  a  promoting 
motive;  it  is  evident  too  that  he  desired  to  honor  his  Clan  and  the  name  of  Fraser 
by  providing  for  a  Golle  ge  bearing  that  name;  and  too  he  was  so  near  the  main  stem 
that  he  desired  to  preserve  the  standing  of  the  family  by  making  property  continue 
in  it.  It  is  not  likely  that  he  would  have  provided  for  the  property  to  have 
reverted  to  Lord  Lovat  in  default  of  his  direct  heirs  had  he  not  been  near  to  the 
main  stem;  it  would  have  gone  to  a  relative  had  one  existed  nearer  than  the  main 
line. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  last  century  William  Fraser  of  Athens,  N.Y.,  who  was 
heir  by  the  Salic  law  to  the  estates  of  Alexander  Fraser  of  Guilford,  assisted  by 
Allen  Fraser  his  cousin  and  the  writer’s  great-grandfather,  collected  documents 
which  they  considered  adequate  proofs  that  at  that  time  William  was  the  nearest 
heir  to  the  estates  of  Lovat,  and  prepared  the  case  for  prosecution;  but  in  1829 
just  as  William  Fraser  was  about  to  sail,  he  took  the  Cholera  and  died;  he  was 
going  to  present  the  case  to  the  Courts  of  Scotland  and  the  House  of  Lords  of 
England;  and  the  matter  has  rested  thus  until  this  day  and  there  is  not  the 
remotest  probability  that  any  legal  effort  will  ever  be  made  in  the  courts  to 
establish  any  claim  on  the  part  of  the  Frasers  of  Guilford  to  the  estates  and 
peerage  of  Lovat,  Those  who  are  in  line  of  succession  do  not  care  the  least  for 
the  peerage  if  it  were  obtainable,  and  those  who  have  money  would  not  risk  it  in 
such  a  chimerical  proposition. 

What  proofs  those  documents  contained  and  what  was  the  line  of  descent  mentioned 
is  not  positively  known.  Harvey  B,  Fraser  who  was  a  lawyer  of  considerable  ability 
and  who  saw  the  documents  in  1861,  thirty  years  after  in  writing  to  his  nephew 
about  the  matter  said  that  they  were  "too  voluminous  for  his  perusal  for  the  time 
at  hand". 

These  documents  were  frequently  mentioned  in  family  correspondence  up  to  the 
time  of  the  death  of  Judge  William  F,  Fraser  of  Nyach,  N,Y.  in  1881u  At  the  death 
of  Edward  A,  Fraser  in  1866,  these  papers  came  into  the  possession  of  Judge  William 
F.  Fraser,  the  old  est  son  of  William  Fraser  of  Athens,  N,Y.  and  are  frequently 
mentioned  by  him  in  his  correspondence  with  Harvey  B,  Fraser.  From  18 8 U  all  trace 
of  these  documents  have  been  lost.  Judge  William  F.  Fraser  was  a  bachelor  and  was 
an  invalid  some  years  before  his  death;  his  estate  was  administered  by  William  A. 
Moffatt  and  all  of  Judge  Fraser’s  papers  are  in  the  possession  of  Hr,  Moffat’s 
widow  in  Brooklin,  a  niece  of  Judge  Fraser’s,  but  no  papers  relating  to  the  Lovat 
peerage  were  found.  In  1885  John  Fraser  of  Camaevon,  Wales,  prosecuted  his  claim 
for  the  Lovat  Peerage  and  estates  and  it  had  been  in  preparation  for  several  years; 
both  parties  to  the  contest  had  agents  in  America  searching  for  evidence;  it  is  a 
peculiar  circumstance  that  the  disappearance  of  the  Guilford  documents  was  coince- 
dent  with  the  contest  of  the  Welch  claimant. 

Note-  For  the  thirty  years  Judge  William  F.  Fraser  lived  in  the  home  of  a 
family  by  the  name  of  Blauvelt.  Coincident  with  his  death  were  three  suspicious 
circumstances,  viz.  the  presence  of  Lord  Lovat’ s  agents  in  the  U.S.  searching  for 
possible  evidence  relating  to  the  Lovat  Succession,  the  disappearing  of  Judge 
Fraser’s  private  papers  including  those  relating  to  the  Lovat  Succession  and  the 
sudden  acquisition  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money  by  the  Blauvelt  family.
